Penalties For NOT Reporting Cases Of Notifiable Diseases 


Section 16 of The Public Health Act of the Province of Alberta:— WHENEVER A HOUSE¬ 
HOLDER ASCERTAINS OR HAS REASON TO SUSPECT THAT A PERSON WITHIN HIS 
FAMILY OR HOUSEHOLD IS INFECTED WITH ANY OF THE FOLLOWING NOTIFI¬ 
ABLE DISEASES, namely; Smallpox, Chicken pox, Diptheria, Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fever, 
Measles, German Measles, Whooping Cough, Mumps. Puerperal Fever, etc., etc., HE SHALL 
WITHIN TWELVE HOURS GIVE NOTICE IN WRITING TO THE EXECUTIVE OFFICER 
OP HEALTH, MUNICIPAL OFFICE, CHAUVIN, or to thACouneillor for the Ward hi which he 
resides (who is the local member of the Local Board of Health of the Municipal District). 

Section 251ANY PERSON VIOLATING ANY OE THE PROVISIONS ,OE THIS ACT 
SHALL, ON SUMMARY CONVICTION BEFORE A JUSTICE OF THE PEACE, BE LIABLE 

TO A PENALTY OF NOT MORE THAN $50.00 AND COSTS-THIS APPLIES TO ALL 

PERSONS WHO ARE AWARE OF THE EXISTENCE OE ANY NOTIFIABLE DISEASE. 

PERSONS ATTENDING TO EMERGENCY BUSINESS FOR ANY HOUSEHOLD

fat. The remaining five prizes were 
won by herds from widely scattered 
points in the province. 


European pheasants that were lib¬ 
erated in Alberta three years ago are 
spreading through the country so 
rapidly that it is thought on open 
shooting season will be permissible in 
a couple of years hence. Some of 
them have been seen in Southern 
Saskatchewan. They have proven 
quite, hardy in the West. 


U. F. A. Membership 


A year of rapid growth in the mem 
bership of all branches of the United 
Farmers of Alberta was recorded dur 
ing 191. The total paid up member¬ 
ship of 37,67-9 includes 4,200 members 
in the U.F.W.A. and 1,479 juniors; 
divisions being approximately 32,000. 
The membership in all branches in 
1920 was 30,760, of whom 3,926 were 
in the U.F.W.A. and 942 puniors. 
These figures, revealing an increase 
of more than 23 per cent, during the 
past year, are contained in a report 
on membership just completed by the 
central office. During the twelve 
years which have elapsed since the 
U.F’A. was formed by the union of 
the Sbciety of Equity and the Alberta 
Farmers, the membership has mul¬ 
tiplied seventeen times. 


Farmers Manage Big 
Insurance Company 


Steam power to operate the big oil 
drill being operated by the Imperial 
Oil Co. weet of Wainwright, Alberta, 
is generated by natural gas carried 
through a 3 inch pipe from the com¬ 
pany’s well at Grattan Coulee, seven 
mtiles away. 


At the 38th annual meeting of the 
Portage la Prairie Farmers' Mutual 
Fire Insurance Co., held recently, it 
was reported that the company has 
naw in force insurance to the amount 
of $70,472,332. Last year policies 
issued aggregated $26,207,3317, an 
increase of $7,318,425. over 1920. This 
company was organized by farmers 
and is managedd by farmers entirely. 
It is said it .carries more risks than 
any other company in Canada. It has 
a. big reserve, which is invested in 
government bonds chiefly. The only 
salaries paid are those of the manag ¬ 
er and his staff, the directors giving 
their services without remuneration 
Policies cover losses from storms as 
well as from fire.

Dates for the principal summer 
fairs in Western Canada this year 
have been decided on as follows: — 
Calgory, June 30 to July 7; Edmon¬ 
ton, July 8 to 15; Saskatoon, July 17 
to 22; Brandon, July 24 to 29; Regina 
July 31 to August 5. A good time to 
visit the country and make the circuit 
by the Canadian National Railways.
